The sheets of paper, al¬ 
ready counted twice and placed In 
uniform packages at tbe paper mill, 
ere stored in e Treasury vault sod 
Issued to tbe Bureau of Engraving aud 
Printing aa wanted. Before leaving 
the Treasury they ere couutetl three 
times more, end the receiving official 
at the bnreau must receipt for them. 
Then tbe bondlee are unwrapped aud 
tbe sheets ere counted twenty-elght 
times by a eorpe of women. Ibis la to 
Insure tbet each printer gets tbs re¬ 
corded number

Not much le heard as to what tbe 
Legislature le llkdy to do b> tbe way of 
law-making or law-tinkering. Important 
. things for Its consideration are *he pro- 
posed constitutional amendment# which 
were passed by the lest Legislature, and 
wbtob, if ratified by tbe eomlng body, 
will go to tbe people for acceptance or 
rejection at a special election. Tbe moet 
Important of theee amendments are 
those providing for bieoolal sessions of 
the Legldature, tbe creation of an in¬ 
dependent Court of Appeals, end extend¬ 
ing tbe term ol the Governor from three 
to four years. Of these proposed 
changes In the fundamental law of tbe 
State, it is likely' that tbe biennial 
aesaloos plan will he opposed with 
sufficient strength to defeat It, bat that 
providing for the new Court of Appee's 
has the Indorsement of lawyers In all 
parte of tbe State, abd Is tbs reeoll of 
tears of agitatlor. It Is held that llttga- 
lion canuot have fair and Impartial 
treatment under tbe present plan of ap 
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do more, no less. If
